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COUGARS  ROMP  OVER  W.  S.  C.  46  TO  0 

Mammoth  Rally  Planned  for  Friday  - Saturday 


STRAIGHT  FOOTBALL  NETS 
COUGARS  SEVEN  TOUCH- 
DOWNS; “Y”  LINE  HOLDS 
OPPONENTS  SCORELESS. 


Displaying  a smashing  line  plung- 
ing offense,  aided  by  a brilliant  run- 
ning attack,  the  Blue  Cougars  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  smothered  the 
Western  States  Teachers  46  to  0 at 
Gunnison,  Colo.,  Saturday  afternoon. 

Young  completely  outplayed^  the 
Teachers  in  every  department  ot  the 
game,  going  through  the  line  alnost 
at  will,  and  'reeling  off  some  excep- 
tionally long  runs,  two  of  which  net- 
ted touchdowns.  Western  States,  find- 
ing a B.  Y.  U.  line  that  was  a stone 
wall,  took  to  an  air  attack  which  net- 
ted them  their  only  appreciable  gains, 
but  the  Cougars  effected  a defense 
that  allowed  but  a few  of  the  many 
passes  to  be  completed. 

Little  “Rabbit”  Vacher  covered 
himself  with  glory  when  he  carried 
the  ball  over  the  line  twice,  once  after 
a spectacular  run  of  50  yards,  and  an- 
other for  16  yards  after  receiving  a 
25  yard  pass  from  Thorne.  Thorne 
and  Peterson  ploughed  through  the 
line  for  many  yards,  both  men  being 
responsible  for  a touchdown,  while 
Rowe  used  his  great  speed  and  power 
to  complete  the  “Y”  quartette  of  ball 
carriers,  making  the  longest  run  of 
the  game,  65  yards,  for  a touchdown. 

The  Cougar  line,  led  by  Captain 
Simmons,  played  an  almost  perfect 
game  of  ball.  Opening  up  huge  holes 
in  the  opposing  line,  they  cleared  the 
way  for  the  ball  carriers  to  make  the 
yards.  On  interference  they  mowed 
down  the  opposing  tacklers  in  splen- 
did displays  of  'blocking.  Ever  alert 
they  were  finally  rewarded  when  a 
blocked  punt  behind  the  Teacher’s 
goal  line  added  six  more  points  to  the 
score. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given 
the  Western  States  team  for  the  grit 
and  fight  they  displayed  throughout 
the  game.  In  the  face  of  a steadily 
and  shifty,  was  a constant  threat,  tak- 
mountaing  score  against  them  they 
gave  their  best  from  start  to  finish. 
Tinsley  at  left  tackle  was  a fighting 
demon  in  the  line,  showing  a tower 
of  strength  on  defense,  with  Besse  at 
fullback  backing  up  his  tottering  line 
in  a marvelous  exhibition  of  defensive 
football.  Quarterback  Downs,  speedy 
ing  credit  for  most  of  the  yards  garn- 
ered by  his  team. 

Peterson  of  Young,  scored  a touch- 
down early  in  the  first  quarter  when 
he  crashed  through  center  for  4 yards 
and  goal  after  a steady  march  down 
the  field  from  the  ‘Y’s’  own  30-yard 
line.  After  an  exchange  of  punts, 
Downs  of  W.  S.  C.,  made  a beautiful 
20-yard  run  arounefr  right  end  for  a 
first  down,  but  the  Cougars  held  the 
Western  States  being  forced  to  punt 
to  Rowe  on  his  own  35-yard  line. 
Quarter  ended  before  play  was  resum- 
ed. 

After  two  plays  had  gained  but  3 
yards,  Vacher  slipped  past  the  entire 
Teacher’s  team  to  make  a second 
touchdown  for  the  B.  Y.,  after  a 50- 
yard  run.  Western  States  played 
Young  evenly  from  then  on  until  near 
the  end  of  the  half  when  the  Cougars 
opened  up  another  offensive  which 
carried  the  ball  from  their  own  30- 
yard  line  to  'a  touchdown.  Buys, 

who  was  substituted  for  Vacher,  fig- 
ured prominently  in  this  drive,  carry- 
ing the  ball  over  left  tackle  four  yard: 
for  the  counter. 

On  the  first  play  in  the  second  half 
the  speedy  Rowe,  picked  a perfect 
hole  through  which  he  sped  65  yards 
for  the  ‘Y’s’  fourth  touchdown.  An- 
other touchdown  for  Young  came 
when  Reeve,  lanky  Cougar  right  end. 
blocked  a Teacher’s  punt  behind  the 
goal  line  and  then  fell  on  the  ball  for 
a score. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  Brigham 
Young  pushed  over  two  more  touch- 
downs, one  on  a pass  from  Thorne  to 
Vacher,  and  one  on  a fake  end  run  by 
Thorne. 

Only  once,  in  the  third  quarter,  was 
the  Cougar  goal  in  danger.  Downs 
of  Western  States  returned  a punt  to 
his  own  40-yard  line  and  on  the  next

The  sound  of  battle  disturbed  the 
peace  of  the  ‘Y’  campus  Monday 
when  the  freshman  class  rose  in  re- 
bellion against  the  freshman  rules. 
Plans  for  the  insurrection  must  have 
been  hatched  and  prepared  during  the 
class  meeting  at  noon  of  the  same  day 
for  it  was  when  the  meeting  was  dis- 
missed that  the  freshman  class  walk- 
ed out,  as  a body,  through  the  front 
door  of  the  Education  building  with 
out  their  caps. 

Immediately  the  sophomore  police 
began  organizing  for  a quick  quelling 
of  the  uprising.  Individually  and  in 
groups  sophomores  and  upperclass- 
men, provoked  to  wrath  by  the  inso- 
lence exhibited  by  the  freshies,  seized 
upon  every  fir^t  year  male  student 
who  was  seen  without  a cap  and  giv- 
en full  benefit  of  at  least  ten  vigorous 
administrations  of  the  paddle. 

Although  a few  submitted  and  re- 
stored the  green  cap  to  its  appropri- 
ate lodging  place  on  the  upper  term- 
inal, many  there  were  who  thought 
they  could  hold  out  against  the  heroes 
of  school  traditions.  By  one  fifteen, 
although  the  bravery  of  many  had 
been  squelched,  there  were  still  a large 
number  of  freshies  wjio  kept  up  a 
stubborn  insistence  of  breaking  away 
from  the  established  rule.  According- 
ly, Chief  of  Police,  Barr  Washburn 
called  a meeting  of  all  sophomofhs 
and  all  loyal  upper  classmen,  where 
it  was  held  that  the  uprising  must  be 
put  down  at  once.  All  were  specially 
deputized  to  band  together  and  meet 
the  unruly  spirits  at  their  own  game. 

Bruce  Cox,  Eldon  Black  and  the 
court  baillif,  Harold  Handley,  were 
elected  to  lead  the  forces  of  traditions. 
Many  old  student^,  Andy  Anderson, 
Julius  Madsen,  Larry  Lee  and  others 
were  volunters  to  wield  the  board  of 
education  on  the  rebels  who  dared  to 
show  their  lack  of  respect  of  upper- 
class  rules. 

Action  on  a suitable  form  of  pun- 
ishment for  the  frosh  girls  was  de- 
ferred to  a later  date,  attention  being 
necessarily  focused  on  the  men,  it  be- 
ing thought  that  the  men  should  be 
punished  doubly  with  a view  in  mind 
of  turning  the  sympathy  of  the  frosh 
girls  to  their  vanquished  heroes,  who 
may  have  to  undergo  continuous  pun- 
ishment until  the  girls  wear  their 
caps.  If  the  little  freshettes  have  any 
sympathy  at  all  for  the  pain  and  the 
agony  that  their  men  will  go  through, 
it  is  thought  that  they  will  immediate- 
ly hunt  for  their  green  bonnets. 

At  two  thirty  the  effective  work 
of  the  forces  of  law  and  order  was 
noticed  when  a large  number  of  frosh 
were  seen  with  their  appropriate  head 
apparel  on  the  proper  place.  The  up- 
per classmen  were  forced  to  throw  off 
the  campus  one  or  two  rebels  who 
refused  to  wear  their  caps  and  sub- 
mit, rather  than  see  them  walk  around

Cafeteria  Reports 

Great  Progress 


Feeding  a record  multitude  better 
and  more  economically  is  the  daily 
achievement  of  the  cafeteria  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

The  crowd  numbers  over  a hundred 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  time.  The  daily 
average  is  95,  while  the  average  last 
year  -was  65. 

Student’s  lunches  range  from  ten  to 
forty  cents.  Girls  spend  from  fifteen 
to  twenty-five  cents  a meal;  boys  sat- 
isfy their  desire  with  twenty  to  thirty 
cents,  and  faculty  members  spend 
from  twenty-five  to  forty  cents. 

Elizabeth  Cannon,  the  department 
head,  gives  five  girls  the  cafeteria 
management  each  quarter.  Each  of 
these  girls  has  her  week  in  which  she 
plans,  directs  and  manages  the  meals. 

The  price  of  each  dish  is  merely 
what  is  necessary  to  cover  expenses. 
They  spend  each  day  from  ten  to 
fourteen  dollars  for  food,  pay  dish- 
washers and  cooking  expenses  with 
only  a twenty  dollar  income. 

The  cafeteria  is  exceptionally  con- 
venient. * They  have  an  electric  beat- 
er and  vegetable  pealer,  automatic 
electric  and  gas  ranges,  a large  re- 
frigerator and  numerous  other  small- 
er time  savers. 

There  are  a few  dining  at  the  cafe- 
teria who  are  not  students.

Intensive  preparations  are  under 
way  to  make  the  rallies  Friday  and 
Saturday  and  the  parade  an  event 
never  to  be  forgotten.

Secondly,  The  parade  will  be  form- 
ed on  the  corner  of  the  Ladies’  gym 
at  10  o’clock  Friday  morning,  and 
leave  for  Salt  Lake.  Begin  planning 
now  for  novel  car  decorations. 

At  Salt  Lake  the  parade  will  wind 
through  the  business  section  until  the 
event  Saturday  has  been  thoroughly 
advertised.  Loyal  alumni  members 
will  view  the  proceedings.  The  par- 
ade will  probably  disband  at  radio  sta- 
tion KSL  where  members  on  the  pro- 
gram and  the  band  will  be  left. 

Peace  will  reign  until  6:30.  At  that 
time  all  students  will  meet  at  College 
Hall  in  Provo  to  receive  further  in- 
structions. Then  the  real  feature  par-, 
ade  will  be  formed.  Units,  each  in 
distinctive  costume,  will  be  arranged 
according  to  number.  At  7 o’clock 
the  parade,  armed  with  lighted  Roman 
candles,  torches,  and  noise-makers, 
will  march  from  University  Avenue  to 
first  West;  then  to  the  Paramount 
Theatre.  Student  tickets  for  this 
show  will  be  sold  next  week  in  College 
Hall  at  the  reduced  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents.  Students  are  requested 
not  to  break  formation  on  entering 
the  show.  A section  will  be  reserv- 
ed for  them. 

Clever  stunts  are  being  arranged 
for  time  between  shows  which  will 
be  more  than  worth  the  price  of  ad- 
mission. Music  by  Max  Thomas  and 
his  Versatile  Band  will  be  an  added 
attraction. 

As  a climax  for  such  an  eventful 
day  a dance  will  be  held  at  the  Ladies’ 
gym  where,  if  arrangements  are  com- 
pleted, the  program  from  KSL  will  be 
received. 

Now,  that  is  only  the  program  for 
Friday.  The  remaining  vitality  will  be 
used  on  Saturday.  Students  will  mee* 
at  the  College  Hall  at  noon  and  march 
to  the  stadium.  All  girls  will  wear 
white  sweaters  or  blouses.  The  men 
are  expected  to  wear  white  shirts  or 
sweaters  and  black  ties.  This  regula- 
tion will  help  greatly  in  the  stadium 
feature  stunts  under  the  direction  of 
Walt  Daniels. 

All  in  all  it  is  an  ambitious  pro- 
gram and  will  be  successful.

J.  H.  Evans  Speaks 
To  Hoover-Curtis  Club 

Declaring  that  he  shifted  from  the 
Democratic  party  to  the  Republican 
party  on  account  of  the  view  fostered 
by  Governor  Smith  concerning  prohi- 
bition, John  Henry  Evans,  prominent 
church  member,  and  writer,  addressed 
the  Hoover-Curtis  Club  here  Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Mr.  Evans  said  that  he  had  never 
been  a candidate  for,  or  held  a politic- 
al office,  but  he  pointed  out  that  every 
college  student,  man  and  woman, 
should  be  interested  in  politics.  He 
characterized  the  college  students  of 
today  as  the  political  and  social  lead- 
ers of  tomorrow. 

The  main  'issue  of  the  campaign, 
according  to  Mr.  Evans,  is  the  prohi- 
bition question.  He  says  that  he  will 
stand  for  the  enforcement  of  the  18tTi 
amendment  and  the  Volstead  law,  and 
will  fight  its  repeal  with  all  his  power. 

Mr.  Evans  also  pointed  out  the  dif- 
ference between  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  stand  on  tariff,  and  criti- 
cized Smith’s  stand  on  state’s  rights.

Hall  Saturday  afternoon  as  students  watched 
the  Cougar  eleven  on  the  gridograph  crash 
through  Western  States  College  for  a 46  to  0 
victory.  It  was  almost  as  good  as  watching 
the  real  game  on  the  field,  as  the  plays  were 
reenacted  so  realistically  that  the  spectators 
frequently  forgot  the  real  game' was  being 
played  a few  hundred  miles  away. 

It  was  regretable  that  so  few  students,— 
only  about  half  a hundred— availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  watching  their  team 
play  6n  the  gridograph.  So  far,  this  has  been 
the  best  game  'yet  portrayed  on  the  board 
gridiron,  from  the  point  of  view  of  realism 
and  genuine  thrills.  Those  present  were  not 
reluctant  in  cheering  along  each  man  as  he 
flashed  some  individual  brilliancy,  or  when 
with  their  backs  to  the  wall,  the  boys  held 
the  oponents  on  the  three-yard  line  and  kept 
them  from  scoring. 

The  service  thus  rendered  for  the  enjoy- 
ment and  convenience  of  students  is  procured 
only  at  a large  expense,  and  although  the  very 
slight  charge  for  admission  would  hardly  be 
expected  to  cover  this  expense,  it  would  be 
very  gratifying  to  see  a larger  number  of  en- 
thusiasts follow  the  team  wherever  it  goes 
and  assure,  by  that  interest,  that  the  efforts 
of  the  student  body  officers  in  procuring  such 
conveniences  are  appreciated. 

Let  us  be  with  our  team,  whether  it  plays 
at  home  or  on  other  fields.
